You will be interested in seeing the 
enclosed copy of William Chisolm's wili from 
Charlotte County, I think. Many years ago, a 
genealogist went to Charlotte for me but because 
of the misspelling in the body of the will and go 
indexed, she evidently failed to get it for me. 

It makes clear the family of William who married 
Deborah Cook, daughter of John Cook of Elizabeth 

City County, and eliminates my Elijah as one of 

his children. The will of John Chisum was probated 
in Amelie in the same year as William's will, 1792. 
In spite of the difference in spezling, I believe 
these two to have been brothers. John's son James 
had predeceased him and in his will he mentions only | 
his wife, Eliender, and his son-in-law, William 
Pattallo, to whom he gives "50 acres on Obadiah 
Chisum's line." Of course, I realize that in those 
days it was @ common practice not to name children 
who had received their portion already, but that 

does not permit me to jump to the conclusion that 

my Elijah was a son of John and Eleanor. The will 
enclosed mentions 4a daughter, Margaret Davis, Which | 
also adds to my perplexities.
